"With the income tax 
deadline drawing near, har¬ 
ried taxpayers can get the 
written guidance of the gov¬ 
ernment’s best tax experts 
for 75 cents at the post of¬ 
fice,’’ Postmaster Guy Rossi 
reminded today. 

The booklet "Your Federal 
income Tax” is on sale at 
the Sierra Madre Post Office 
daily from 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 
p.m. 

“Never before has this 
booklet been so easy to get,” 
Postmaster Rossi said. ‘The 
latest tax information, with 
information on how to fill 
out federal tax returns, in 
eluding many examples of 
how the tax laws apply to 
actual situations, is as close 
as your local post office.” 

The Postmaster said the 
publication already has be¬ 
come a best seller, with 
more than ore million copies 
sold nationwide since Janu¬ 
ary. 

Additional supplies of the 
160-page booklet have beer 
rushed to cities where de¬ 
mand has exceeded' expecta¬ 
tions.

Red Cross On 
Flood Disaster 
Long ,4 s Needed 

The American Red Crass 
has pledged that its volun¬ 
teers and staff will stay on 
the West Virginia flood dis¬ 
aster scene as long as need¬ 
ed to help the victims re¬ 
cover, according to William 
J. Sullivan, disaster services 
chairman for the Sierra Ma¬ 
ri re Branch. 

The chairman said more 
htan 30 Red Cross disastci 
service experts were flown to 
the flood-stricken area to 
help the hundreds of Ro i 
Cross volunteers care for 
families affected by t h e 
floods and dam break in an 
area 90 miles south of the 
West Virginia capital of 
Charleston. 

Emergency aid being pro¬ 
vided to flood victims by the 
Red Cross Includes food, 
clothing and shelter, medi¬ 
cal and funeral assistance, 
temporary repair of those 
homes which can be made 
livable again, and the re¬ 
placement of essential 
household furniture. 

Red Cross personnel on the 
scene reported’ that local 
gifts have provided an ade¬ 
quate supply of food and 
clothing, but that cash gifts 
are nrgenly needed to pro¬ 
vide the materials for repairs 
needed on homes in the de¬ 
vastated area. 

Pa.sade.ua area residents 
who wish to contribute to 
aid the West Virginia flood 
victims can send checks or 
money orders made out to 
the Pasadena Chapter, A- 
merican Red Cross, and mark 
Ihem for West Virginia 
Flood Relief.

11 . QUESTION: What Is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Stafufory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica- 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8^/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes.

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

County supervisors have 
authorized the sale of $10 
million irv Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict 1064 strom drain bonds, 
Supervisor Warren M. Dorn 
said recently.

I do ,not 
oppose the voluntary busing 
of children whose parents 
feel that for some reason o; 
other their closest school is 
inferior and wish to advance 
their educational opportuni¬ 
ties.” 

‘‘In some areas,” said 
Moorhead, more than 25 per 
cent of the eligible school 
children in the area have 
been taken out of public 
schools because their parents 
did not want them to have 
to travel long distances tc 
obtain their education.” 

Assemblyman Moorhead, a 
veteran legislator, is a can¬ 
didate for Congress in the 
20th Congressional District. 


Assemblyman Carlos J. 
Moorhead (R-Glendale) to¬ 
day supported federal legis¬ 
lation which would prohibit 
federal courts from enfor¬ 
cing the busing of school 
children for the sole purpose 
of establishing ethnic bal¬ 
ance. 

Stated Assemblyman 
Moorhead, “The mandatory 
busing program where b y 
school children have been 
bused from their own neigh¬ 
borhoods to points far dis¬ 
lant from their homes has 
proven to be a colossal fail¬ 
ure and has inflicted greal 
hardships on students in all 
racial and ethnic groups. In 
addition, the millions cf 
dollars wasted on this pro¬ 
gram could be put to far bet¬ 
ter use on teachers' salaries 
and upgrading our school 
curriculum.” 

“It is highly essential,” 
said Moorhead, ‘that an 
equal standard of education 
be made available so that 
all children in our .state and 
nation can have the highest 
standard of educational op¬ 
portunities a v a i lable to 
them. Many youngsters, 
however, upon whom the 
busing program has been in¬ 
flicted, spend so much time 
in transit that they do not 
have an opportunity to en¬ 
gage in sports and other

Houston I. Flournoy, state 
controller and chairman, of 
the Franchise Tax Board, to¬ 
day urged Californians to 
pay particular attention to 
the special 20 per cent tax 
forgiveness when filing their 
state personal income tax 
ietur.ns. 

A preliminary examina¬ 
tion of 1971 returns already 
received showed many tax¬ 
payers are failing to claim 
the special tax forgiveness 
on page 2, part V of Form 
540. Flournoy noted that it 
is unusual for so many tax¬ 
payers to overlook an item 
which could reduce their tax 
liability. 

“The special tax forgive¬ 
ness applies this one year 
r*nly to all persons and can 
be taken to reduce the tax 
on all income except capital 
gains,” Flournoy comment¬ 
ed. He urged every taxpayer 
to read the instructions 
carefully and enter the spe¬ 
cial tax forgiveness when 
computing 1971 state per¬ 
sona] income tax. 

“Taxpayers should also bo 
aware that failure to file a 
timely return by the April 15 
deadline will result in the 
loss of tlie 20 per cent re¬ 
duction in addition to the 
usual penalties and interest 
for non - filing,” Flournoy

Shares In State 
Gasoline Tax 


State Controller Houston 
I Flournoy today announced 
the distribution of $54,391,235 
among the State, cities and 
counties as the February 
apportionment of highway 
(users taxes. 

L. A. County’s share was 
$3,588,282.52, and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City’s share was $8,- 
061.57. A total of $12,754,243 
went directly to the coun¬ 
ties; $9,586,402 to cities; and 
$32,050,590 for expenditures 
on State Highways. 

The total apportionment 
was derived from the follow¬ 
ing sources; gasoline tax, 
$46,131,125; diesel fuel tax, 
$3,750,049; registration fees 
transfer from Motor Vehicle 
Fund, S3,720,181; interest in¬ 
come, $788,383; and miscel¬ 
laneous, $1,506. 

Gasoline tax available for 
ihe February apportionment 
was $13,888,637 lower than 
the prior month, while the 
diesel fuel tax share was 
$396,535 higher. 

The distribution was $6,- 
950,626 lower than that for 
February 1971. The Motor 
Vehicle Fund transfer was 
$3,982,477 below a year ago, 
the gasoline tax dropped $2,- 
759,448, and the interest in¬ 
come tax $1,047,824 less. 
However, the diesel fuel tax 
increased $839,221.

Equal Opportunity

The decision has the effect of striking down oui 
entire system of financing public schools on grounds that 
it provides more support for rich children than it does 
for poor children. Because our public schools rely heavily 
on property tax, the Court has determined that. California 
child’s educational opportunity has become "a functior 
of the wealth of his parents and neighbors” and thus 
denies “equal protection” under the 14th Amendment 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

In the words of the Court, wealthy school districts 
can “have their cake and eat it too.” They can raise more 
than enough revenue for education while enjoying >. 
relatively low property tax rate. By contrast, poor dis 
tricts must impose intolerably high tax 
hope of generating adequate revenues. 

The rsoult has been a school system that falls short 
of providing every child with an equal chance of obtain¬ 
ing an equal education. Poor districts seldom get the best 
teachers, classes are too large, and physical plants are 
substandard — sometimes unsafe. Twenty-four 
of our school building do not 
29 per cent of our students reside in low-wealth districts 
where the quality of instruction and facilities are far 
below par. 

No right-thinking person would oppose giving every 
youngster an equal educational opportunity, but the Legis¬ 
lature has been deliberating in this area for years with¬ 
out any significant results. Why? The most legitimate 
roadblock revolves around the tradition of neighbor¬ 
hood schools,” that is, the direct influence citizens now 
have on local school administration. It has been per¬ 
suasively argued that giving the State a greater role in 
fniancing education will erode local control. 

The Court decision has served to put the Legislature 
on notice that a solution must be found, and soon. It 
has not, however, endorsed any alternatives to the existing 
system of school finance; that remains the Legislature’s 
problem. 

Among the major alternatives proposed thus far is a 
$584 million bill to impose a statewide property tax, in¬ 
troduced by Assemblyman Leroy Greene (D-Sacramento). 
This would do away with our reliance on local property 
taxes, imposing a uniform rate throughout the State of 
$2.53 per $100 assessed valuation. At the same time, the 
State would lx- obligated to guarantee $800 annually for 
each elementary students; $1,100 for each high school 
student; $1,000 for each student in unified school districts. 

The statewide property tax is not a new proposal, 
and has never received sufficient support in previous 
years. On the other hand, very few new altrnatives will 
surface early in the session because the Legislature has 
never stopped meeting long enough in the past twelve 
months to permit indepth committee work. It will be diffi¬ 
cult for us to comply with the Court’s mandate, even 
knowing that this glaring inequity should have been ai 
leviated long ago.
